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DISCOURSE BY PRESIDENT LORENZO SNOW. 


THE follawing discourse was delivered by President Lorenzo Snow at 
St. George, Utah, on Thursday, May 8, 1899. | 

Brethren, sisters and friends, I wish to read to you this afternoon what 
occurred in the Temple of the Lord at Kirtland about sixty-three years 
ago. I was intimately acquainted with the parties concerned. It is a 
vision manifested to Joseph, the Seer, and Oliver Cowdery, in the Kirt- 
land Temple, April 3, 1836: 


“The vail was taken from our minds, and the eyes of our understanding 
were opened. 

“We saw the Lord standing upon the breast work of the pulpit, before 
18. and under His feet was a paved work of pure — in color like amber. 

‘His eyes were as a flame of fire, the hair of His head was white like 
the pure snow, His countenance shone above the brightness of the sun, 
and His voice was as the sound of the rushing of great waters, even the 
voice of Jehovah, saying— ‘ 

“I am the first and the last, I am He who liveth, I am He who was slain, 
I am your advocate with the Father. 

“Behold your sins are forgiven you, you are clean before me, therefore 
lift up your heads and rejoice, 

“Let the hearts of your brethren maigion, and let the hearts of all My 
people rejoice, who have, with their might, built this house to My name. 

“For behold I have accepted this house, for My name shall be here, and 
I will manifest Myself to My s in mercy in this house, | 

“Yea, I will appear unto My servants, and speak unto them with My 
2 en if My people will keep My commandments, and do not pollute 


y 
“Yea the hearts of — 
joice in consequence of the. ngs which . ou — 
endowment with which My servants have been endowed ta this house ; 
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“And the fame of this house shall spread to foreign lands, and this is 
the beginning of the blessing which shall be poured out upon the heads of 
My people. Sven so. Amen.” 

I might well say that I am fully satisfied and delighted with the visit 
that I have had with the Saints in this Stake of Zion, having enjoyed 
the privilege of shaking hands with your beautiful boys and girls and of 
kissing your babies. One might suppose that I could go home perfectly 
satisfied, and | might think so myself; but there are some things that I 
feel under the most sacred obligation to say to you. 

It is a wonderful pleasure to speak upon the great things that God 
proposes to bestow upon His sons and daughters, and that we shall attain 
to if we are faithful. The ultimatum of our travel in this path of exalta- 
tion will bring to us the fullness of our Lord Jesus Christ, to stand in 
the presence of our Father, to receive of His fullness, to have the pleasure 
of increasing in our posterity worlds without end, to enjoy those pleasant 
associations that we have had in this life, to have our sons and our 
daughters, our husbands and our wives, surrounded with all the enjoy- 
ment that heaven can bestow, our bodies glorified like unto the Savior’s, 
free from disease and all the ills of life, and free from the disappointments 
and vexations and the unpleasant sacrifices that we are making here. We 
portray in our minds the glories that are before us, and we know that if 
we are faithful there will be no disappointment in the securing of these 
blessings. The power to prevent us from receiving these things is not in 
the hands of any man; it lies within ourselves. What I have read to you 
shows that Jesus, the Son of the living God, has been among the children 
of men. He has talked with them, and they have seen His glory. I am 
ten times more sure of this than I am in reference to what we read about 
that which transpired in the land of Judea when the Son of God was 
there. I knew Joseph Smith and Oliver Cowdery. I know that they 
were men of honor, honest, full of philanthropy, and served the Lord. 
Joseph Smith and his brother Hyrum served the Lord faithfully through 
all their lives, and died as martyrs to the principles we now believe in. 
We have established our faith upon a sure foundation, and there is no 
power beneath the celestial worlds that can take it from us. Everyone 
has the right to secure, and I hope has secured, this principle of revelation 
upon which we are founded, each for himself or herself. We have made a 
discovery in regard to the path that leads to this honor and glory, and 
we feel as the Savior expressed it on one occasion when He was with the 
people in Judea. He said: 

“The kingdom of heaven is like unto treasure hid in a field, the which 
when a man hath found, he hideth, and for the joy thereof goeth aad 


selleth all that he hath, and buyeth that field. 
2 4 kingdom of heaven is like unto a merchant man, seeking 
y pearls: 
“Who, when he had found one pearl of great price, went and sold all 
that he had, and bought it.” | 
So with ourselves; we have found the treasure in the field, we have 
found the pearl of great price, and now we have got to give all that we 
have for it, at one time or another. The Lord has said that He will prove 
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us even unto death, to see whether we will stand by the covenants we 
have made with Him. Some Latter-day Saints have things in their pos- 
session which are so valuable to them that they would prefer death to the 
loss of those things. We have to deal with facts, not a mere ideal. In 
one sense, it is a hard thing for us to sell all that we have that we may 
secure these glories that have been opened to our view; but it will pay us 
in the end. Jesus, the Son of God, was sent into the world to make it 
possible for you and me to receive these extraordinary blessings. He had 
to make a great sacrifice. It required all the power that He had and all 
the faith that He could summon for Him to accomplish that which the 
Father required of Him. Had He fallen in the moment of temptation, 
what do you suppose would have become us? Doubtless at some future 
period the plan would have been carried out by another person. But He 
did not fail, though the trial was so severe that He sweat great drops of 
blood. When He knelt there in the garden of Gethsemane, what agony 
He must have experienced in contemplating His sufferings on the cross! 
His feelings must have been inexpressible. He tells us Himself, as you 
will find recorded in section 19 of the Book of Doctrine and Covenants, 
that His suffering was so great that it caused even Him “to tremble be- 
cause of pain, and to bleed at every pore, and to suffer both body and 
spirit: and would that He might not drink the bitter cup, and shrink.” 
But He bad in His heart continually to say, “Father, not my will, but 
Thine be done.“ It was a dark hour for Him: and every man and woman 
who serves the Lord, no matter how faithful they may be, have their dark 
hours; but if they have lived faithfully, light will burst upon them and 
relief will be furnished. 

For a portion of our lives we do about as we please and move along in 
a way that is rather gratifying to ourselves, no particular call being made 
upon us; but there are times when the Almighty requires certain things 
at our hands, and we cannot dodge them. At such times we receive the 
advantages of a past pure life, having kept the commandments of God 
and prepared ourselves for such calls. To illustrate: We call, say twenty 
young men from here, ten from another place, thirty from another, to go 
upon missions abroad; and in more instances than one these calls are 
made without giving time to make proper preparation; but, it is grati- 
fying to say, there is scarcely a single instance, out of the thousands that 
ars called, where an unfavorable response is wade. The party says, “Yes, 
I will respond to the call. There are difficulties in the way, but I will 
try to remove them, and will be on hand at the time specified.” It is 
glorious to think that among the thousands of calls that are made upon 
our young men to go upon missions, I do not remember of a single in- 
stance where the call has not been responded to favorably. Here is an 
instance right before us. When the people were called by President 
Young to establish themselves in this locality, it was a very great trial to 
them; but those who accepted the call, you see how they have been blessed 
and how God has honored them. He has honored them in giving them 
sons, grandsons and daughters, and in various ways the blessings of God 
havé come upon them. What is greater than all, they have so conducted 
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themselves that these wonderful prospects have been kept bright before 
them. When they view the course that they have taken in the past and 
the glorious prospects of the future, they derive great consolation there- 
from. 

The Latter-day Saints have done wonders; but they cannot cease from 
doing wonders in the future. There will be greater things demanded of 
the Latter-day Saints than has ever been demanded since the organiza- 
tion of the Church. The Lord has determined in His heart that He will 
try us until He knows what He can do with us. He tried His Son Jesus. 
Thousands of years before He came upon earth the Father had watched 
His course and knew that He could depend upon Him when the salvation 
of worlds should be at stake; and He was not disappointed. So in regard 
to ourselves. He will try us, and continue to try us, in order that He may 
place us in the highest positions in life and put upon us the most sacred 
responsibilities. When we were placed in certain circumstances with our 
wives and children, and the nation was pursuing us with the intention of | 
destroying us, the Lord opened our way in a manner that we never ex- 
pected. Very few indeed thought our deliverance would come in the way 
which the Lord saw proper to bring it. A sacrifice had to be made—a 
greater one than had ever been made before. The Church itself depended 
upon the Saints acting in a wise and prudent manner, and making the 
sacrifice that was required at that time. The word of the Lord came to 
President Woodruff. When that Manifesto was issued, you knew what it 
meant. Some were alarmed. They thought the Church would go to 
pieces; thought they were breaking their covenants; thought the Lord 
had withdrawn from them. But that Manifesto was issued by the com- 
mand of the Lord; and the Saints humbled-themselves before the Lord 
and bowed to the requirement. The heavens rejoiced and God smiled 
upon us. He blessed His people, and delivered us from our enemies, and 
they were brought to shame and disgrace. They thought to destroy the 
Latter-day Sainte, but they failed in their attempt. Nevertheless, we had 
to make the sacrifice, and it was right that we should. The Lord could 
have delivered us in some other way, had He so wished; but He knew 
best, and that was the course He required us to pursue and the sacrifice 
He desired us to make. We made it, and He has blessed us wonderfully 
from that time to the present. He has given us power among the nations, 
and in various ways the people have been raised in the estimation of the 
world. Men of great wisdom have looked upon us, though they may have 
been silent, and they have honored the course we have taken. The Lord 
required that of us. 

I come here now with my brethren that you may understand what is 
required of you as a people under the peculiar conditions in which the 
Church is now placed. It is the word of the Lord to you, my brethren 
and sisters, that you should conform to that which is required of you as a 
people who have these glorious, prospects of exaltation and glory before 
you. What is it? Why, it is something that has been drummed into 
your ears from time to time until you perhaps have got tired of hearing 
it. I need the fgith and the prayers of every Latter-day Saint; no man 
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needs them any more than I do; and it is unpleasant for me to say things 
that would in any way diminish the exercise of your faith and prayers in 
my behalf. But the Lord requires me to say something to you, and since 
I commenced to labor in His interest, I have never failed, thank the Lord, 
to do that which He has required at my hands; and I shall not do it to- 
day, nor any other day, the Lord being my helper. The word of the Lord 
to you is not anything new; it is simply this: THe TIME Has NOW COME 
FOR EVERY Larrer-Day Sar, WHO CALCULATES TO BE PREPARED FOR 
THE FUTURE AND TO HOLD HIS FEET STRONG UPON A PROPER FOUNDATION, 
TO DO THE WILL OF THE LORD AND TO PAY HIS TITHING IN FULL. That 
is the word of the Lord to you, and it will be the word of the Lord to 
every settlement throughout the land of Zion. After I leave you and you 
get to thinking about this, you will see yourselves that the time has come 
when every man should stand up and pay his tithing in full. The Lord 
has blessed us and has had mercy upon us in the past; but there are 
times coming when the Lord requires us to stand up and do that which 
He has commanded and not leave it any longer. What I say to you in 
this Stake of Zion I will say to every Stake of Zion that has been organ- 
ized. There is no man or woman that now hears what I am saying who 
will feel satisfied if he or she fails to pay a full tithing.

A LESSON ON FAITH. 


“Anp there went a man of the house of Levi, and took to wife a 
daughter of Levi. And the woman conceived and bare a son; and when 
she saw him that he was a goodly child, she hid him three months. And 
when she could not longer hide him, she took for him an ark of bulrashes 
and daubed it with slime and with pitch, and put the child therein, and 
she laid it in the flags by the river's brink. And his sister stood afar off, 
to wit what would be done to him.“ Ex. 2: 1-4 

Here we have a scene of touching interest, in whatever way we view it. 
Faith triumphing over the influence of nature and death, and leaving 
room for the God of resurrection to act in his own proper sphere and 
character. No doubt there was a pain like a sword piercing through the 
mother’s heart in thus beholding her precious offspring laid, as it were, in 
death. Nature might weep: but the quickener of the dead was behind 
the dark cloud, and faith beheld bim there, gilding heaven's side of that 
cloud with his bright and life-giving beams. “By faith Moses when he 
was born was hid three months of his parents, because they saw he was a 
proper child; and they were not afraid of the king's commandment.” 
Heb. 11. Thus this honored daughter of Levi teaches us a great lesson. 
Her “ark of bulrushes,” daubed with “slime and pitch,” declares her 
confidence in the truth that there was a something which could keep out 
the waters of death, in the case of Moses, as well as in the case of Noah, 
“the preacher of righteousness.” 

Are we to suppose that this ark was the invention of mere nature? Was 
ie natere’s forethought that devised it, or nature's ingenuity that con- 
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structed it? Was the babe placed in this ark at the suggestion of a 
mother’s heart, cherishing the fond but visionary hope of thereby saving 
her treasure from the ruthless hand of death? Were we to reply to the 
above inquiries in the affirmative, we should, I believe, lose the beauteous 
teaching of this entire scene. Could we ever suppose the “ark” was de- 
vised by one who saw no other portion or destiny for her child than death 
by drowning? Impossible. We can look upon it only as faith’s draft on 
the treasury of the God of life. It was devised by the hand of faith, as 
a vessel of mercy to carry a “proper child” safely over death’s dark waters 
into the place assigned him by his Creator. 

When we behold this daughter of Levi bending over that “ork of bul- 
rushes,” which her faith had constructed, and depositing therein her babe, 
we see her walking in the steps of her father Abraham, when he rose up 
from before his dead and purchased the cave of Machpelah from the sons 
of Heth (Gen. 23), and when he offered up Isaac on the altar. We do not 
recognize in her the energy of mere nature, hanging over the object of its 
affections about to fall into the iron grasp of the king of terrors. No; . 
but we trace in her the energy of a faith which enabled her to stand as a 
conqueror at the margin of death’s cold flood, and behold the chosen ser- 
vant of Jehovah in safety at the other side. 

Even now, with reflection, the scene broadens and expands. Such faith 
can take those bold and lofty flights into regions far removed from this 
land of death and desolation. Its eagle gaze can pierce the gloomy clouds 
which gather around the tomb, and behold the God of resurrection dis- 
playing the results of his everlasting counsels in the midst of a sphere 
where no arrow of death can reach. It can take its stand upon the top 
of the Rock of Ages, and listen in holy triumph while the surges of death 
are lashing its base. What weight had the king’s commandment with 
that dear hand-maid of God, when the rays of faith warmed her bosom 
and made brave her heart? Behold her! calmly standing beside her ark 
of rushes and watching it tip and totter on the rippling waves as it passes 
out beyond her reach carrying her “proper child,” her soul’s jdy, the pride 
of her heart to apparent death, and risking her own life by disobeying 
the kings command! Was Abraham’s trial in binding his son to the 
altar any greater? With faith in God, and with the heart touched by 
the Spirit that brings communion with Him, there is no space for fear. 
Such a one can take up the triumphant cry of O death, where is thy 
sting? O grave where is thy victory?” He can give forth those words 
of triumph over a martyred Abel; over Joseph in the pit, over Daniel in 
the den, over Moses in his ark of bulrushes, in the midst of “the seed 
royal,” slain by the hand of Othaliah, amid the babes of Bethlehem mur- 
dered by the mandate of the cruel Herod, and, far above all, he can utter 
them at the tomb of the Captain of our salvation. 

Now, it may be, there are some who cannot trace the activities of faith 
in the matter of the “ark of bulrushes,” many may not be able to travel 
beyond the measure of Moses’ sister, when “she stood afar off, to wit what 
would be done to him.” It is evident that lined sister” was not "P to 
“the measure of faith” possessed by her mother, 
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No doubt she possessed deep interest and true affeotion such as we may 
trace in “Mary Magdalene and the other Mary sitting over against the 
sepulchre.” But there was something far beyond either interest or affec- 
tion in the maker of the ark. True, she did not “stand afar off to wit 
what would be done to” her child, and, hence, what frequently happens, 
the dignity of faith might seem like indifference, on her part. It was 
not, however, indifference, but true elevation—the elevation of faith. If 
natural affection did not cause her to linger near the scene of death, it 
was only because the power of faith was furnishing her with nobler work, 
in the presence of the God of Life. Her faith had cleared the stage for 
him, and most gloriously did he show himself thereon, as he will on every 
stage thus prepared. 

“And the daughter of Pharaoh came down to wash herself at the river: 
and her maidens walked along by the river’s side; and when she saw the 
ark among the flags she sent her maid to fetch it. And when she had 
opened it she saw the child: and behold, the babe wept. And she had 
compassion on him and said, This is one of the Hebrews’ children.” Here 
then the divine response begins to break in sweetest accents on the ear of 
faith. God was in all this. Rationalism, or skepticism, or infidelity, or 
atheism, may laugh at such an idea. But faith can laugh also. The 
former laughs, in cold contempt, at the thought of divine interference in 
the trifling affair of a royal maiden’s walk by the river's side. The latter 
laughs, with real heart-felt gladness, at the thought that God is in every- 
thing, and, assuredly, God did direct the walk of Pharaoh's daughter, 
though she knew it not. 

The renewed mind enjoys one of its sweetest exercises, while tracing the 
divine footsteps in circumstances and events in which a thoughtless spirit 
sees only blind chance or rigid fate. The most trifling matter may. at 
times turn out to be a most important link in a chain of events by which 
our Father in Heaven is helping to forward the development of his grand 

Fancy a heathen monarch spending a restless night, common enough 
one may suppose, but one such a circumstance was a link in a great chain 
of providences at the end of which we find the great and marvellous 
deliverance of the oppressed seed of Israel. 

Little did Pharaoh’s daughter think that the little sobbing Hebrew in 
the “ark of bulrushes” was yet to be Jehovah’s instrument in shaking the 
land of Egypt to its very centre! The beautiful faith of Moses’ mother 
met its full reward. Satan was confounded, and the marvellous work of 
God went on. Who would have thought the one who had said, If it be a 
son, then ye shall kill him,” and, again, “every son that is born ye shall 
cast into the river,” should have in hia court one of those very sons, and 
such “a son!” |

How prone is the human mind to ignore the little things in life! But 
as the intellect expands and men become careful students of their sur- 
roundings, the small affairs take on an importance that is unappreciated 
by the casual observer. 

Success in any department of life comes only to him who looks carefully 
after the minutiae of his business. He who is careless of the pennies will 
find the pounds soon disappearing. A small leak will soon sink a great 
ship. A spark of fire may destroy a city and bring destitution and misery 
upon thousands. A minute of time seems of but little worth, but what 
serious disasters might have been avoided had the danger signal been 
given one minute earlier! A particle of watery vapor, too minute to be 
observed by the human eye seems very insignificant, but the Mississippi, 
the Amazon and the Nile are formed of these particles and those mighty 
rivers are certainly not insignificant. The avalanche is only an aggrega- 
tion of these particles and there is nothing insignificant about an avalanche. 
The mighty trees of the forest are built up by nutriment imbibed through 
openings too small for successful scientific investigation. 

In the social and moral world little things play the same prominent 
part either for good or evil. It is not the great acts of life that distin- 
guish the gentleman from the boor, but the little acts of courtesy and 
demeanor, the little self sacrifices for the comfort and convenience of 
associates, the little apologies for slight inconveniences occasioned, each 
too insignificant individually to attract special attention; but in the 
aggregate these form a chain so strong as to draw the heart and bind the 
friendship for life. The small words and acta betokening love and esteem 
make home that bappy place that forms such a tender spot in the memory 
which throbs in unison with that old but ever welcome melody, “Home, 
Sweet Home; while a little slight or an unkind word or look may lead to 
disintegration of family ties and cause life-long estrangement and bitter- 
ness of soul. 

The stealing of a pin unreproved may lead to a life of crime, disgrace 
and misery, when a kindly word of disapproval might have been sufficient 
to turn the whole course of life, as a small snag lodged in the bed of the 
Mississippi has changed the course of that mighty river. Little tempta- 
tions unresisted, little warnings unregarded and little stings of conscience 
unheeded are the steps that lead downward to the bonds of sin and shame, 
while the little temptations firmly withstood and the little every day 
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—.— and faithfully done make up the sum total of the true Chris- 
tian li 

Many go through life waiting for the opportanity to do some great 
thing to make them famous, neglecting the small duties that build char- 
acter and fit men to cope with the greater as they come, not realizing that 
the noble achievments of eminent men are not the elements that made 
them great, but are the results of character built up by attending to the 
minutiae of life, through years of plodding, step by step, exercising self- 
restraint and will power, and growing mentally and morally strong by 
overcoming all the minor difficulties that obstruct their way to that 
eminence which appears so conspicuous to their fellow mortals, Char- 
acter is nothing but the resultant of the forces of the habits formed 
through life, and there is no habit so insignificant that it doesn’t affect 
the trend of the whole character either for good or for evil. 
Tube telescope has revealed wonders to the human eye, but the microscope 
has revealed far more. It deals with little things, but things of vast im- 
portance to humanity for weal or woe. The germs of some of the most 
dreaded diseases known have been discovered, and although formerly 
supposed incurable, experiments are being made, remedies being dis- 
covered, and the average length of human life is being extended, simply 
by men devoting their attention to things so small as to escape the notice 
of men during all the past ages of the world’s history; and the end is not 
yet, for microscopy is only in its infancy. 


When we examine the wonders of creation and consider what little ve 


know of them, we might cry out with the psalmist: “What is man, that 
thou art mindful of him? and the son of man that thou visitest him?” 
What is there so small as to be unworthy the notice of man, when all is 
the work of the great Creator of the universe? AW

ABSTRACT OF CORRESPONDENCE. 


ETDRR J. Cotte Rosison writes the following from Berlin, Germany: 


“If anything can draw souls together it is the Spirit of God, for we know 
that God is love and His Spirit will bind up the bleeding heart and cause 
love to take the place of envy and hatred. 


“Presidents Lyman, Schulthess and Bowman, who attended Gen 
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here with us, enjoyed and exhibited this feeling to such an extent that we 
are conscious that the links they welded have more closely united the 
missions and various conferences than ever before. Our interests are 
mutual, for we all serve the same Master and work in His Eternal Cause. 

“No other church on earth, as we maintain, enjoys the same gifts and 
blessings as we: These are not idle fancies, but every day realities. Scores 
and scores of testimonies have been published in the Stak proving this 
striking, and to some, singular fact. Every day something new is being 
brought to light that but helps to strengthen the wall of, defense our 
Church has surrounded itself with. I wish to add another stone to the 
structure. 

“It has been the pleasure of the — here in Berlin to enjoy the 
presence of several dear Sisters from Utah, and Sunday the 30th of July 
we took advantage of this opportunity and called a special Priesthood 
Meeting, inviting the Sisters to meet with us, for we knew they would be 
full of advice, counsel and admonition, then nearly all had spent years. in 
the service of the Latter-day Work. 

“There were present: President D. H. Christensen, J. Collie Robison 
and R. Peery Herrick from Berlin, Francis Fullenbach and Claude H. 
Taylor from Oranienburg, E. M. Ashton and T. W. Jones of Frankfurt, 
T. C. Winn from Stettin, Walter Alder of Sorau, and our Sisters Lucy B. 
Young, Susa Y. Gates, Lydia D. Alder, Katie D. Christensen and 3 
Lucy Gates. 

“We met fasting and praying and knew that Father would hear us. He 
did, and the outpouring of His Spirit made me think of that time long 
ago, when the Holy Ghost rested with such power upon Peter and those 
assembled: Such a humble spirit was manifested by the brethren, for they 
felt that this was the key-note to success and the blessings of God. 

“We listened to gems of living truths from the Sisters, oh, how lovely 

they spoke! and just such words as were needed, for God was dictating 
them. Sister Susa Y. Gates was the last speaker, and as she concluded 
some of the best, the deepest and the most soul inspiring remarks [ have 
ever listened to, the gift of tongues rested upon her, and for upwards of 
twenty minutes we listened to some of the most musical and melodious 
words that the human voice can utter. 
How our hearts burnt within us! It was the Spirit of God. And when 
dear Sister Young arose and through the same power was given the inter- 
pretation of what had been said our joy knew no bounds. Such prophe- 
cies and blessings as were uttered, and such wonderful promises made to 
those present, if they but remained true to the covenants they had made 
with the Ruler of all, who had sent His messengers to be present as silent 
witnesses of the many truths He had given us! That heavenly peace, 
sweet influence and quiet outpouring of God’s goodness pierced the hearts 
of all present, and as long as time shall last, will be to them a testimony 
so grand and great that no one can gainsay it. Surely ‘these signs shall 
follow them that believe’!” 


From President J. L. McMurrin, who went to Ireland for à brief visit 
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we have received a very interesting letter, oom which the following ex- 
tract is taken: 


“TI found the Saints and Elders in good health. We had a good mesting 
on Sunday night, the 13th inst. I called the Elders in from their fields 
and held a Priesthood meeting with them, at which the blessing of the 
Lord was with us. We all went out to Crawfordburn for a little trip, 
where we sang songs and ate lunch on the sea shore. 

“Monday morning I visited some people in Ballymena, who were very 
friendly although not members, and I walked from there to Edenvale. 

Darkness came on, and at ten o’clock at night we concluded we did not 
know where we were. We went toa farmhouse near by and, after much 
talking, got a good bed, and in the morning left our blessing and the 
‘Articles of Faith.’ 

“We visited Sister Mollvane, a faithful member at Edenvale, to whom I 
preached the Gospel fourteen years ago, and were warmly received; many 
tears were shed, for this Sister has had many trials, there being no Saints 
near her, and neighbors point the finger of scorn and watch for faults, but 
she never falters. I then walked to Half Town and called on Brother 
Stewart, who isa rough diamond. I have known of his trials during the 
past several years, and I rejoiced to see him standing firm. I felt like 
blessing these humble followers of the lowly Nazarene, for their integrity 
to the truth. 

“We had a meeting on Wednesday night in Belfast. One lady, not a 
member of the Church, testified to being healed by the laying on of hands. 

I asked what her trouble was, she said ‘brain fever,’ [ asked how long she 

had been ailing, she answered ‘two months.’ 1 then asked if she was 
healed at once, and she replied that as soon as Elder Nelson put his hands 
on her head she was healed and had continued well ever since.” 


SALVATION DIVERSIFIED. 


Satvafion is a broad word, it covers a great deal of ground, it may 
mean one thing to-day and another to-morrow, it changes according to 
conditions and varies often in the experience of one individual. 

It means one thing to the babe, and another to the young man, and to 
the man in yeats it enshrines more than in the giddy days of inexperience. 

Attention is salvation to the child, bread is salvation to the hungry, 
shelter to the perishing, work to the unemployed, knowledge to the ignor- 
ant, relief to the poor, and clothing to the naked. 
Some men need to be saved from themselves, some from 
others from special temptation, and a few from their so-called friends. 
_ Philanthropic effort seeks to save, temperance organizations wish to 
save, men found libraries, build model lodging houses, establish infirma- 
ries, erect asylums, found alms-houses and poor houses, all for salvatory 
purposes, | 

Others erect schools, endow colleges, project universities and all educa- 
tional appliances, when “the schoolmaster is abroad” it is to save men 
through the intellect and redeem men through the brain.

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Some found reformacories, the law builds prisons, temperance men 
decry public houses and the teetotalers would deliver men from temptation 
and themselves, by abolishing the liquor traffic. 

Every looker on has his hobby, every worker his policy, every dreamer 
his panacea for “all the ills that flesh is heir to.” 

Some are frantic for salvation by legislation, others think co-operation is 
“the thing,” a few believe that unrestrained liberty would work redemp- 
tion; the politician has his scheme, the socialist his, the philosopher his, . 
reformers of every grade have theirs, and some, like Satan, would insist 
on giving salvation whether a man thought he needed it or not. 

The infidel, the agnostic, as well as the woralist and religionist think 
something is wrong, that “the times are out of joint,” that everything is 
and will be a failure except their own special and peculiar prescription ; 
that however is healing to the body and politic as to the individual, if only 
experiment were allowed. 

That all these things have some potency there can be no doubt, but if 
there is one certain, reliable, universal panacea, it is either undiscovered 
of men or unaccepted, so a recipe is as valueless to a sick man, as is theory 
to a race in death, and strangely enough few of these self-appointed | 
physicians trust their own remedies in individual sickness, which only 
proves that the mass of pretenders are either charlatans or quacks. — 

The salvation of the Bible, of true religion, is broader than this, yet it 
has its method of development and its variety of expression. The Old 
Testament made obedience to commandment the key fo salvation as that 
was then understood; later it consisted in keeping the law, but the 
Doctors and Rabbis so burdened the law with comment and restraint 
that it became a burden and a failure. 

The Prophets in denunciatory language aimed at sin, and the query was 
presented by Micah, “What is required of thee oh man, but to do justice, 
to love mercy, and to walk humbly with thy God?” and Jeremiah said to 
Jerusalem, “Wash thy heart that thou mayest be. saved.“ In the later 
dispensation it was said, Believe on the Lord Jesus Christ and thou shalt 
be saved.” Still later it was “He that believeth and is baptized shall be 
saved.” | Then “This is life eternal to know God and Jesus Christ whom 
he hath sent,” and finally, “He that endureth to the end shall be saved.” 
Paul said, “By grace are ye saved, through faith, and that not of your- 
selves, it is the gift of God.” 

Some taught that “except a man was circumcised he could not be saved.” 
Paul told the Romans that they were “saved by hope,” and Peter said “as 
the ark saved Noah, so alsodoth baptism now save us,” and good — 
said, Except ye repent ye shall all like wise perish,” and again Paul 
writing to Timothy said, The Seriptures were able to make him wise unto 
sal vation through faith in Christ.” 

God in numberless places in the Old Testament is called “the Savior.” 
In the New itis said, There is none other name given under heaven or 
among men whereby they can be saved, except that of Jesus Christ,” and 
Peter urged4he repentant sinners on the day of Pentecost that they should 
save themselves from that untoward generation. Men have often been 
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Saviors to others, as was Othniel when against the King of Mesopotamia, 
and Elud against Egdon, King of the Moabites, and such men as Moses, 
Joshua, David, Solomon, Josiah, now and then some of the Judges and 
Kings, and the Prophet Obadiah said, the Lord should raise up “Saviors 
upon Mount Zion” in the latter days. 

So there are varied saviors, and varied forms of salvation, such as 
special conditions may require, and yet there is a salvation in which all 
the necessities of man find “ample room and verge enough,” and that is 
in the Gospel of Jesus Christ, which is declared to be “the power of God 
unto salvation,” in this sense the Apostle asked, “How shall we escape if 
we neglect so great salvation?” and another (Jude) called it from a differ- 
ent standpoint the “common salvation,” which it assuredly is and was, 
because it can be universally applied or received. Faith in God and Christ, 
the Father and the Son, find their true relative position, repentance be- 
comes a necessity and an enjoyment, baptism is accepted as an ordinance 
of God, the laying on of hands is beyond exclusion, and association with 
the Church becomes a duty and a privilege; “hope maketh not ashamed,” 
privilege brings blessing, blessing enlargement, and progress peace; this 


therefore circumscribes, absorbs, unites all these diversified features and 


phases of intelligent righteous faith and true religion; love to God and 
man kindles in the heart renewed, and so men know that “they have 
passed from death to life.” l 

In this great Gospel all things meet; from it all things diverge, it is 
the Gospel of God and Christ, the latter by virtue of his calling is said to 
be the “author” thereof, as he is the captain of our salvation,” “of 
which salvation the Prophets have inquired.” 

It is systematized Truth, established ordinance, efficient organization, 
authoritative Priesthood—the Divine science of eternal life; all other 
salvations “pale their ineffectual fires” in the light of this, all other 
Saviors are but auxiliaries and co-workers with this Great High Priest 
of our profession, all other authority is subordinate, it alone will accom- 
plish the end whereunto it was sent. 

This has come to earth in our day, by the power and will of God, through 
His anointed servant and Prophet, Joseph Smith, an insignificant plough- 
boy, not a scholar as the world hath it, but of appointment in the heavens. 
He opened “the dispensation of the fullness of times.” He held the 
authority of God to organize and establish the Church of Jesus Christ in 
its fullness and plentitude of power, bis life’s work is the miracle of our 
age, its success baffles every opponent, its methods surprise a sleepy world, 
it is going forth conquering and to conquer, and all the powers of heaven 
are pledged to its ultimate triumph and success. 

And 1” said Jesus the Christ, “if I be lifted up will draw all men unto 
me,” eternity may be required to do this, but “the dream is certain and 
the interpretation thereof is sure”! a N.

UTAH ITEMS. 


The electric light plant at Provo will be in full operation by the 22nd inst. 

The banks of Salt Lake City report over $13,000,000 on deposit at the present time, 
$3,000,000 being deposited in one bank. 

The honey crop of Uintah and Emery counties this year will be second only in value 
to the wool clip. Hundreds of crates of five-gallon tin cans in which shipments are made 
have been sent to the market during the past two weeks. 


The Richfield tabernacle, rebuilt after last fall’s fire, at an outlay of $40,000, was dedi- 
cated July 15 and 16, and will seat $2,000 people. A $1,200 vocallion organ was placed 
in the tabernacle by Professor Daynes of Salt Lake City une day last week. 


The two new Mormon settlements in Alberta, Canada, have been named respectively 
Stirling and McGraw. The first named is on the line of the railroad, the second west 
towards Cardston, probably eighteen miles from that city. Another district known as 
East Etna is also growing into shape. 

9th of July. President Lorenzo Snow was in attendance and addressed the congregation. 
He congratulated them upon their success and praised them for their honest, hard labors. 
The tabernacle is a beautiful building of brick and stone and cost about $20,000. The 
foundation was laid six years ago. 


Tho first artesian well for the purpose of reclaiming desert territory will shortly be sunk 
in Cedar Valley. It is believed that much of the territory in Irou, Beaver and Washing- 
ton counties can be reclaimed by means of artesian wells and the result of the experi- 
ment will be watched with considerable interest. State Senators A. O. Smoot and Abel 
John Evans, who were largely responsible for the appropriation of $8,000 by the last 
Legislature for the purpose, will accompany a committee of the State land board and 
assist in selecting a place for the sinking of the well.
